1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 22-24, 52 and 62-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over the combination of Brock et al. and Sinta et al. for the same 
reasons as set forth in paragraph 2 of the last office action filed 6-2-06. Applicants' 
argument that Sinta et al. reports single resin compositions is unconvincing since Sinta 
et al. at col. 7 discloses co resins with phenyl groups, e.g. novolaks and polyvinyl 
phenols. 

2. Claims 5, 73 and 74 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
